Mr. and Mrs. Frederick D. Smith and 
their son, Lt. Fred G. Smith of the U. S. 
Air Force, World War II, owe their lives 
today to the heroic action of Jimmie, 
their two year old Tabby pet. 

Jimmie and the Smith's live at 4402 
N. Third St., Philadelphia, and recently 
all the Philadelphia daily papers and 
radio stations carried the news of how at 
3:30 a.m. on May 16 when all the family 
was asleep Jimmie jumped on the chest 
of Mr. Smith whose room is on the first 
floor and began pawing at his face. Mr. 
Smith awakened and tried to push Jim- 
mie away, but began choking on sulphur 
fumes. Mr. Smith was a Gas Officer in 
World War I with the 28th Division in 
France, and with difficulty made his way 
to the front door and revived himself 
sufficiently to call his wife and son who 
were thus also able to escape in time. 

Meanwhile the police had arrived, but 
Jimmie had disappeared, and in trying 
to find him both young Mr. Smith and 
a police officer were again partially 
evercome by the fumes before the real 
hero was found alive under a bed on the 
second floor. 

When firemen with gas proof equip- 
ment arrived they traced the trouble to a 
leak in the Smith’s refrigerator freezing 
system, and after carrying the refrigera- 
tor into the back yard and examining it,

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Male Tortoise Shell 


Rarest Cat Type 
Found in Texas 


“Once in a blue moon,” so the phrase 
goes, a Tortoiseshell male kitten appears, 
and those in the know believe they have 
“hit the jackpot’. Of course they must 
wait on time to determine if they are 
permitted to own the rare specimen, ard 
time usually decrees it not to be, since 
Tortoiseshell male kittens seldom live 
beyond the span of kittenhood. 

A year ago (1950) a Tortoiseshell 
male kitten was born in Texas. Today 
he has grown into a strong, well-de- 
veloped Tom Cat. He is owned now by 
Mrs. C. A. Hahn of St. Louis, well 
known breeder-exhibitor. She calls him 
Torti Man of Gallus. The unusual cat 
was sent to Mrs. Hahn by her son, re- 
siding in Texas, who, fortunately, knew 
oi the rarity of such specimens. 

Other than sex, the male Tortoiseshell 
is no different than any other Tortoise- 
shell, all of which are females. Mrs. 
Hahn reports however, that Torti Man 
of Gallus has its “blaze” in cream on the 
right side of his face, while on the three 
females she possesses it appears (in 
cream) on the left side of their faces. 

The “blaze” is a splash of solid color, 
usually cream or red, that extends per- 
pendiculary from the nose upward, 
spreading fanlike. 

Since 1945, when CATS Magazcine 
was founded, the Hahn Male Tortvwise- 
shell is only the third reported Tortoise- 
shell male cat that has come to the at- 
tention of the American Cat Fancy. 
There have been some male Tortoise- 
shells born, but unpublicized by their 
owners, quite naturally, simply because 
said ‘owners have not been aware of the 
rarity of the sex in this classification. 

The first of the male Tortoiscshcils 
to be reported by the Cat Fancy occured 
in 1947 at Portland, Oregon, when a 
male Tortoiseshell was exhibited at the 
Rose City Cat Club show. Sex of the 
entry was not determined by the owner. 
Ihe fact that the cat was a male wa: 
discovered by the judge, Phil Jacobs, 
while in the process of officiating. The 
owncr was not a “member” of the Cat 
Fancy and entered her cat in the housc- 
hold pet class of the show. A check was 
made by CATS Magazine with the 
owner for information about the rare 
Tortoiseshell, but all mail was returned 


with the notation that the owner had 
moved and left no forwarding address. 


As far as is known the 
was never shown again. 

It is presumed that the owner received 
several offers for her cat after it was 
“discovered” at the exhibition, however 
she probably decided that her pet was 
worth more to her as a cherished com- 
panion. 

Last year (1950), a male Tortoiseshell 
cropped up in Denver. It was duly ad- 
vertised for sale in the classified col- 
umns of CATS Magazine. Whether it 
was purchased has not been learned. A 
drawback in the sale could have been 
the asking price which was over $100. 
In the Cat Fancy a hundred dollar bill 
for a specimen, other than a “proven 
male” or one with a _ successful show 
record is indeed as big a rarity as a male 
Tortoiseshell at a year old. 

For those who take the breeding of 
cats seriously, Tortoiseshell cats can be 
obtained only through intelligent cross- 
breeding, coupled with disappointments 
and good fortune. Best results are said 
to be obtained by breeding a Tortoise- 
shell with Solid Color males, Blue being 
the most desirable. 

Tortoiseshell males cannot be used for 
breeding purposes, it is reported, because 
they are sterile. 

Tortoiseshells are a patchwork of three 
colors—Black, Red and Cream. The 


“famous” male 


colors should not incline to brindling, but 
instead each hair in each color patch

Washington Next For Friends of Birds 
Mrs. Charny’s Group Flocks on Congress 


George Dixon, King Features syndi- 
cated columnist reports as follows from 
Washington on Miss Charny’s latest 
efforts in her crusade against cats: 

Every meimber of Congress has just 
received a communication from an or- 
ganization in Santa Barbara, Calif., with 
the fascinating name of Friends of ithe 
Birds, Inc. 

I am sure Friends of the Birds, Inc., 
is a worthy organization doing a splendid 
work, and I would not make fun of it for 
anything. However, I am completely en- 
chanted by its communication to Con- 
gress, if only for the strange way it uses 
words. For instance, it refers to cats as 
an “agency.” 

It also jun:ps from trees to insects to 
birds to cats to rats with such non- 
chalance it is often difficult to determine 
which is under discussion. For instance 
there is one place where I can’t decide 
whether it is cats or birds which nest 
in Canada. 

You'll have to figure it out for your- 
selves. Here’s Friends of the Birds, Inc.'s, 
message to Congress: 

“Statistics of the forestry division 
show that losses to forest timber 
from insects are over eight times as 
large as losses from fire. Insects also 
cause an annual loss to U. S. agri- 
culture of $4,000,000,000. It’s on the 
record that one downy woodpecker 
in 2 hours inspected and cleaned 
up 181 trees of nests of termites that 
would have destroyed the trees. 

“The ‘economically perfect’ birds 
are the best protection of forests, 
and without them agriculture in the 
U. S. would be impossible. They are 
being destroyed today to a larger 
extent by cats than by any other 
agency. 

“Many nest in Canada, which has 
a drastic cit control law. The young 
birds on their way south are mas- 
sacred on a large scale by the huge 
army of vagrant cats in the U. e 
particularly the warblers, arch ene- 
mies of aphids, and wonderful tree 
protectors. 

“One warbler disposes of 3500 
aphids in 40 minutes. Most of our 
‘economically perfect?’ birds are 
ground or near-ground nesting or 
feeding, easy prey for the cat, an 
imported animal, which upset the 
balance of nature and against which 
our native birds have no protection. 

“The U. S. has no law for cats. 
This is unfair to Canada as well as 
disastrous to us. It is really a na- 
tional, in fact an international mat- 
te, 

“Although most cats are tramps, 
those that have owners constantly 
recruit the vagrants, owing to the 
running at large, the rapid breeding 
and the dumping. 

“The much-vaunted alibi that cats 
must run at large on account of

31 CATS GAIN HONORS 


1951 All-Midwestern honors for thirty-one outstanding cats 
of the Middle-West Show World are announced in this issue of 
CATS magazine. These are the cats who by reason of their 
number of wins of all kinds as rated by the special CATS 
magazine system have proved their superiority during the 
1950-51 show season. Competition was unusually close this 
year in most classes, and several surprise winners came through 
because they had earned a sufficient number of “Best Opposite 
Sex” wins to overcome a competitor who was tied or who lead 
them slightly in “Best” ratings. 

Geographically, the winners were divided among Ohio with 
nine, Missouri with eight, and Michigan with six. Minnesota 
claimed three, Iowa two, and Colorado, Illinois, and Wisconsin 
one each. Although Ohio and Missouri retained the same 
first and runner-up position they held last year, other standings 
by states changed considerably. With thirty-five All-Mid- 
westerns named in 1950, the score stood——Ohio, ten; Missouri, 
seven; Illinois, six; Michigan, five; Wisconsin, three; Minnesota, 
two; Iowa and Colorado, one cach. Indiana, Nebraska, Kansas, 
and North and South Dakota failed to place either year. 

Leading the Mid-West for Cat of the Year honors is Dbl. 
Ch. Great Lakes Timothy of Rosemont, Blue Male Long Hair 
owned by Mrs. Frances Kosierowski. Best Opposite Sex honors 
will be contested by Mr. and Mrs. J. J. Small’s Red Female 
Long Hair, Grand and Dbl. Champion Smallhurst’s Girl of 
the Sun. Both must now compete against the other top All- 
Sectionals to determine the Best American Cat for 1951 and 
the Best Opposite Sex cat. 

In number of winners, Mrs. R. H. Hecht with three, leads 
in 1951 as she has in every year since the All-Sectional and 
All-American ratings were established in 1947. Exhibitors 
gaining two winners each are Mrs. Ella Conroy, Mrs. James E. 
McCain, Mrs. Willard Shy, and Mr. and Mrs. J. J. Small.

Twenty-six of the winners are Long Hairs, and five are 
Foreign Short Hairs, with no Domestic Short Hairs having 
sufficient number of points to place. Many Domestic Short 
Hairs were exhibited, but none gained the necessary number 
of wins against strong competition to merit listing. The same 
is true of such comparatively rare breeds as Russian Blues and 
Abyssinians—there was not enough competition to build up 
the necessary point totals despite the number of wins secured 
by some individual cats. Prospects are that by next season 
several classes of Domestics and the rarer Foreign Breeds will 
gain enough in show popularity to secure All-Midwestern 
recognition. 

Two of the cats earnine 1951 honors have been All- Mid- 
western every year since 1947. These are Mrs. R. H. Hecht’s 
B. P. Siamese Male, Dbl. Ch. Vee Roi’s Blue Knight and Mr. 
R. A. Boehlow’s Smoke Male, Ba-Lo’s Jamsey Boy. Vee Roi’s 
Blue Knight was All-American in 1948 and 1949, and Ba-Lo’s 
Jamsey Boy earned this distinction in 1947, 1948, and 1949. 
Mr. and Mrs. Small’s Girl of the Sun has been All-Midwest for 
four consecutive vears—-since 1948, and All-American for °48, 
*49, and °50. Miss Kay M. Thoma’s Shaded Silver Male, Ch. 
Silver Quest Fantasie, was All-Midwest for these same years, 
and the same ratings were won by Gr. Ch. Guthred of Manx 
of Glen Orry, Red Tabby Manx owned by the Misses Ruth 
and Ellen Carlson. who was also 1950 All-American. Dr. and 
Mrs. J. S. Caldwell’s Dbl. Ch. Vee Roi’s Ban Shee, S.P. Female, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Millbeck’s Tortie, Dbl. Ch. Dawn’s Gypsy 
Doll were both All-Midwest and All-American in 1950. Three 
other cats repeating 1950 All-Midwest recognition are- Mrs. 
James E. McCain’s Ch. Macca’s Slipper, Smoke Female; Mrs. 
Carl Keller’s Shaded Silver Female. Chewanna Sweet Senti- 
ment; and Mrs. T. C. Trent’s Red Peke Male, Ch. Siesta 
Barney Google.

should be of the color of that patch. Red 
appears to be the most elusive of the 
three colors, and in many instances the 
so-called Red is really a Brown. 

Offsprings of a mating of a Tortoise- 
shell (female) with a Solid Color male 
usually results in Solid Color kittens, 
with an occasional Tortie. 

Interest in Tortoiseshells is on the in- 
crease as borne out by the fact that dur- 
ing the past year there have been several 
successful Tortie and Tabby specialty 
events held in connection with the All- 
Breed events. 

Although Torties are tied up with 
‘Tabbies in the shows, the two classes do 
not result in effective type-producing 
specimens when cross-mated, since tabby 
markings crop up in the offspring, par- 
ticularly the tail, when Torties are pro- 
duced.

“SELLS BY COMPARISON” 
No better Breeding Stock in the East 
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New Factor in Wheat Germ Oil 


Cat owners and breeders will benefit 
from the findings of three University of 
Illinois scientists who have been studying 
the effects of the feeding of wheat germ 
oil and various other oils on the sur- 
vival of litters of laboratory animals. 

On a diet containing a synthetic fat 
the investigators found that the mothers 
could raise absolutely none of their 
young, while when wheat germ oil was 
substituted as a fat source, the mothers 
raised 881/2% of their litters successfully. 

The study therefore proves that there 
is some factor in wheat germ oil, not yet 
identified, which is essential to the sur- 
vival and well-being of baby animals. 
The three workers from the University 
College of Agriculture believe that the 
new substance, still unnamed, may be a 
new vitamin or a material that helps 
some known vitamin do its work. While 
it probably occurs quite widely, it is 
known to be present in effective quan- 
tity in wheat germ oil. These scientists 
are working now to isolate the new sub- 
stance and then describe it chemically. 

The tests were conducted by feeding 
to three groups of females (for a period 
extending before and after the birth of 
the young) diets identical in all respects 
except that for one group the fat source 
was the synthetic fat glyceryl trilaurate, 
for another it was wheat germ oil, and 
for the third corn oil. 

Ou the glyceryl trilaurate diet, 108 
litters were born, but not one single 
animal lived to weaning age. All of them 
dicd before reaching 9 days of age. How- 
ever, when two and one-half per cent of

rats has been disproved by top auth- 
orities. Non-native cats were brought 
over in ships, in which were stow- 
aways—-rats, also non-native. 

“In the long ocean voyages the 
cats had ample time and oppor- 
tunity to get the rats. If they did, 
this country wouldn’t be overrun 
with rats.” 

“Cat lovers, what have you got to say 
to these charges?” concludes Mr. Dixon. 
Yes, from her failures in Illinois and 
California, Miss Charny and her 
“Friends of Birds” now feel competent 
to flock on Washington. While her whole 
campaign and especially this most recent 
letter has its hum:orous side as Mr. Dixon 
shows, let us not lose sight of its serious 
aspects. Similarly ridiculed fanatics have 
had frightening success in many fields, 
simply because the people they threat- 
ened most failed to take them seriously. 
We of the cat-world cannot afford to 
sit on the side-lines and laugh at Miss 
Charny’s misguided efforts no matter 
how funny they seem. Our represenia- 
tives in Congress must know of our 
opposition, or they, like the legislators 
of Illinois, may believe that in favoring 
Miss Charny’s inhuman project they 
are actually acting in accordance with 
the wishes of the people back home. 
Dr. Guy Bogart in his article on page 
18 of May CATS foresaw this possi- 


wheat germ oil was added to the base 
ration, 87 litters were born and 88}/2 
percent of them lived to weaning age. 

The survival rate on the control group 
of 55 litters fed corn oil as a fat source 
was 60°¢. Corn oil is more highly puri- 
fied than wheat germ oil which indicates 
that as crude fats are chemically puri- 
fied, the new factor affecting livability 
may be either lost or destroyed. 

In addition to the newly discovered 
survival factor, wheat germ oil was pre- 
viously known to contain a hormone 
which stimulates ovulation, and it has a 
sex hormone activity equivalent to signi- 
ficant amounts of estrone and testosterone. 
It thus has proved of value in increasing 
the fertility of mature animals as well as 
insuring maximum survival of the young. 

These findings by the scientists only 
bear out what cat owners and other 
animal breeders using wheat germ oil 
have learned from their own experience. 
The value of wheat germ oil for these 
purposes has long been known, and since 
it is one of the world’s richest substances 
in the important reproductive vitamin E 
many authorities have tried to attribute 
its results solely to its vitamin content. 
Now, however, these new findings prove 
that the success of animal breeders in the 
use of wheat germ oil has been due not 
so much to that as to the mysterious new 
factors whose presence have at last been 
proved.

The officer couldn’t first believe his eyes. but took 
a good look at the cat and at the blood on the ground: “Better 
take him to a veterinarian.” was the advice of the law. so on 
to the LEWIS ANIMAL HOSPITAL, with the cat still hold- 
ing on as if he’d ridden rear axles all his life. There Dr. 
Lewis and his assistant made a preliminary examination, 
got a large cloth, and with little trouble had the patient from 
under the car to the top of their examination table.

He started running thiough the house, tore 
down a pair of curtains in the living room and more in the 
kitchen, knocked a mirror off the wall, and finally settled him- 
self behind the television set. At this point Dotzler admitted 
that he didn’t understand cats, so gave up and called the police. 
Even when two husky officers arrived, the cat showed no will- 
ingness to surrender his squatters rights, but sneered and spit 
at them for several minutes. Finally, though, outnumbered, 
tired, and probably remembering he was late for a date, the 
cat noticed an open window and with a final glance of disdain 
left the ruined house and the baffled Dotzlers forever.
